Then, 
as now, the Soudanese were famous 
fighters, "Come up, ye horses," says 
the prophet, "and rage ye chariots; 
and let the mighty men come forth — 
the Ethiopians mid Lybiana that 
handle the Hhield." In tin; I'jok of 
Chronicle.H wo read that Sliisliak, 
King of Egy|)t, cmne up against Jeru- 
salcra with "twelve hundred chariots 
and twelve thousanila horsemen," and 
his forces are dijsciil as "I ho 
Lubima, the Suakiiiii.^, aii<l the I'klii 
opiaiis."

The Biiu FraiK-iscu uutliuritirrt »i o waking 
uj) to the fiiot that ii -rent .luul u( -luuliliiit; 
is going on in tliiit ^-ity which the law stems 
unable to reiiuh. It has bocoim- a custom in 
the police courts, when tlus piusi cutnii,' at- 
torney infoms the court tliat thun- IS no 
probAbility of conviction, to .lisuiiHs the 
case. ■ Some time ago ii party had been ar- 
rested tor denling the game of • •Htudkursu" 
poker. Before the case was called the ar- 
resting officer iufonued the prosecuting 
attorney thnt the evidence was not sullii u ut 
for conviction, and, foHowiugtho preeeclent, 
the lawyer moved the dismisaiil of the case. 
IJyt the way, he icuew nothing about carda, 
and could not tell one game from another. 
Takiu" th<' case mentioned as a decision hy 
.Uulge""Webb that ■■studliorse" polier did 
not ounie witlnu the category of gaaibliug 
games, as d. lined by law, a uuiubcr ol en- 
terprising iudiviiluals open.. I "studhorse'' 
poker games, whioh have grown aud uiulti- 
plied till now the game is played openlj- in 
business portions of the city in billiard 
roOins'and snloons, in which boys as well as 
men are admitted. It is certainly a gauibl- 
ing game, and the reason that it is not dis- 
tinctly mentioned by name in the gamltliiig 
lawis that it huH been tninsformed into a per- 
centage game since the passage of that law. 
The story of the origin of the game a S. 
l)apor tell.s sonu'thing iu this way: ••Stud- 
horse" poker, like many other gambling; 
ganU'S, was an accident, and is believed tn 
have originated in Nevada. During the 
lirat tow years that followed the comiiletioii 
of the Central Pac-ilic Kailway, the Nevada 
Uiiliing towns were kepi pretty lively with 
gamblers. They lievoiired all whe came in 
their -way. Now, iu Klko there was a ui.uit.' 
sharp, by name, Tom Smith. tiiu- day a 
miner called Maurice C'ouners, who bad 
saved his wages till he had unite a little 
pile, i)urehased from a Mornnui li\ iug m ar 
I'ioohe a tine stallion and started for Klko. 
Now Maurice had a weakness for •■draw" 
poker, and he had net been full. if Klko 
whisky for an hour b< fon he was indulging 
in his favorite game, with Tom Smith lor 
an oi)poneut. The I'ioclie man's luck was 
had, and Smith had a fiicuKy for holding 
out full hands in the back of hi.s neck, .so 
just about as the sun was setting Maurice 
found himself reduced to his last $20 jiiece. 
There had been considerable drinking during 
the game, but when Smith began anew deal 
i%hruriee felt a dryness in histhroatnud sug- 
gested that the ne.xt card be turned for a 
drink. The card was turned aud resulted 
inatie. Bv a aiiieular coincidence the 
remainitig three cards of each luiiul ex- 
posed were sized the same. Smith sug- 
gested, for the sake of novelty, that tliey 
bet on the buried card.s. Maurice had an 
ace unseen, aud with aj)i)areiit «eckle.ss- 
neas, tliough really cool, believing his ace 
to bo the biggest card on the dock, he 
tlirew up his lust twenty, with the remark 
that for that money liia card was tlie big- 
gest. Smith throw five §20 piocea on the 
table, at the name time chiding ftlaurice 
with having no Pioclie sand if lie didn't 
call it. Maurice needed no I'ioehe aaiid 
to back his loiio ace. Witlnuit pau.aiiig to 
reflect that there were no other ace.s in 
existenco, ho would have bet one of iiia 
eyes on it. He had no more §20 pieces, 
but he told the barkeeper to bring in his 
"stud horse." The horse was leJ into the 
saloon, and to all intents and pi]r|)o.ses 
deposited in the "pot," at S80, whicli was 
a heavy discount on his market value. 
After all the preliniiiiaries had been ar- 
ranged, and ii "show down" was in lU'der, 
Maurice laid down his ace and was iu the 
act of "corralling" the po>, when Smith 
displayed an ociually large ace and claimed 
the money on the technicality that .Man- 
rice had bot his card wa.s the bigger. It 
was with much difficulty that a tragedy 
was averted by the friends i f tlie men, 
both more than desperate; but the matter 
was anally left to an arbitration coiniiiitteo 
of Elko's ' •pronnneut citizens," who de- 
cided in Smith's favor. The advantage of 
a game in wliich three times the amount 
of betting as in "draw" piiker is poaaible, 
presented itself to the railroad giimblers 
at once, and those who favor a lively 
game, in which much money can soon 
change hands and which has no oilier re- 
deeming (juality, it became popular. The 
incident connected with the original game 
was an oft-quoted one, and it was once 
carried so far tiiat any game where the 
"gilly" fell into the net of tlie sharper 
was called a "stud horse" game. Whether 
the game was over before played is not 
known, but Klko haa the "lioiKii" nf m- 
troducing it on this coa.it.

BAIVK. 

THi: 0AT7SES OF ITS TAlLVia. 



Tilt! failure of the Oriental liank at Lon- 
don has eaiiBod tlie greatest e.xeiteinent in 
eoiumereial circles, though the probability 
of sueli a catastrophe has beiui foretold by 
blinkers and shrewd businesH men for some 
lime. It was iiieorporiited AugUHt.'iO, ISol, 
bv royid charter, with a paid U|) eaiiital of 
x"l , 500, tlUO, divided into 60, OUO shares of 
£25 tiuch, and a reserved liability of stock- 
holders under the charter of £1,500,000 ad- 
ditional. During its thirty-three years of 
existence it has gained a wide-world repu- 
tation UK a tinnueial jiower, and at one per- 
ioil in its history some of its admirers con- 
sidered it wovlby to rank almcjst next to the 
Hank uf I'higliind in many ways. It owned 
its line buildings in ThreadiuKiIle street, 
where its head olliee is, bi-sidcs four other 
buildings iu Loudon, occupied by its Lou- 
don agencies, also those situated m ditl'er- 
eiit purts of India. It established agencies 
at Bombay, Madras, Point do Gaile, Colom- 
bo, ^with sub-agonoies at several inland 
towns of Ceylon), Caloatta, Singapore, 
Hongkong, Shanghai, Yokohama, Kobe 
(.liil)an), Sydney, etc. It issued paper 
money in euoi-mons amounts, and its beau- 
tifully engraved bank bills of ('Vury ilenomi- 
uatiun Were eonniiouly current iu evi-ry 
opuu i>ort and English settlement iu India 
aud CiliiiJU. The enormous resourci'S at its 
eonimimd were availed of to loan largely on 
real estate, plantaliou crops, silver bullion 
and what wiis regarded as fixed seciu'ities, 
and so conservative was their policy in regard 
lo legitimate business paper aud current 
eummeroial busiuess credits connected with 
mercantile ventures, that thoy alienated a 
large number of active clients, who trans- 
ferri'd much protitable business to the Hon- 
koiiK \- Shanghai Banking Company, which 
was iiiiudi niori' ably maiuiged and gn-w by 
till- aihlition of business lost by tlie Oriental 
Lank. .Soon after this came bad crops aud 
the famine in India, dejiressed values i if 
real estate, interest remained luijiaid, and 
loan depreeiated fearfully. Their bank bills 
were becoiniug largi-ly suj)plaiited l.y tliosi- 
of the Hongkong A, Shuiighui Bank, and 
were freely jjresented for redemption in 
Mi .xieitu dollars. It met with heavy losses 
by depreciation in silver. 

ITS IJKPo^sIrs 
Wore then f 1 1 ,791 ,025, and it had l'77r),- 
S'24 duo (ui promissory notes and IT), 087,- 
()8(j due on its accoptances of drafts. Its 
heavy losses bocamo apparent soon after 
April, 1877, and its entire surplus of £500,- 
000 was sunk daring thesucceeding months. 
Since then it has naturally been obliged to 
struggle silently again.it adverse criticism 
and lessened public ooiitidence. Deposits 
have been withdrawn and assets out on 
long loans of tir.certain value and greatly 
scattered have been hard to realize from. 
The collection of bad and overdue loans is 
at best tedious. Qaving finally succumbed 
under tho circumstances it can hardly ex- 
pect to resume business. Its e.\ten3ive 
raniificatinns throughout Asia will, per 
linps, unsettle certain lines uf business 
there fur awhile, but fortunately its failure 
comes at a time when the Bank of Eng- 
land rate is low, and merchants in legiti- 
mate business niay easily oVitniii all need- 
ed facilities. At present the Oriental bank 
is under the following manageiiient: Di- 
rectors — John Young, chairman, George 
Arbuthnot, Sir William J.W. I^aynes, W.

Education that does* not Edii- 
catc. 

A' da'noer to which, we are ox posed 
in this ooiintry is copying theories and 
institutions which our neighbors have 
found to work badly aiul are getting 
heartily tired of. - One of these i.-i the 
popular theory of edueation which is in 
vogue in the United States; the central 
idea of which is that in the family, in 
tha school,- and in the whole of the 
social organism each individual ought, 
aa far as possible, to bo loft free from 
all external restraint lo olVect his own 
Kelf-deveiopment, from bis own charac- 
ter, and i shape his own course. Our 
jieighborai themselves being the wit ness- 
erf tliis' ttieory has not worked wt^ll 
with them. This sort of education, they 
say, does not educate. Tlie self asser- 
tion and impatience of restraint which 
it its natural and inevitable outcome 
unfits, a very considerable proportion of 
the pspple for living in the most inti- 
mate relations " of life. To this vicious 
theory of education is attributed the 
frequency of iHvoreo. llusliantls and 
wives who have boon brought up, or 
rather have been permitted to come 
up,.yith the notion that they were, in 
the^^i.^eps^rate individuality, so many 
centjfes fori which everything around 
them existed, are not prei)areel to b( ar 
on^'^nother's infirmities; and to siicli 
the restraints of married life in very 
many instances soon Leeoine intolerable.

tive yjrogramme which is arranged for 
this financial year will show that Lord 
jSTorthbrook and his colleagues are also 
alive to the imi}ortauco of increased 
expenditure, rather than retronclnuent, 
in the building'of line oi battle ships. 
During 1883 fourteen vessels were 
launched for Her Majesty's navy, 
twelve vessels were ordered to bo con- 
structed and in most cn.se.s were com- 
menced, and at; the [)rosent time Ihey 
are, in addition to the number just 
mentioned, seven others on the stocks 
which were under construction prior 
to the commencement of last year. The 
vessels now in progress, some of whicli 
are iu a forward state for launching, 
inchideil a sixteen screw corvette, built 
of iron and steel, ca.sed with wooil, of 
•J, 770 tons, and li.OQO horse-power en- 
gines; a fourteen-gun screw composite 
crovette of 1, IL'0 tons, with engines of 
950 hoi'sepower; ihree twin screws, 
steel armor plated barbette ships, each 
of 'J, (100 tons, and engines of 7,500 
horse power, to carry ten guns each; 
a similar vessel, but of less tonnage, 
namely, 7,3'JO tons, but with engines 
of greater horse [wwer, namely, S,000, 
and a ten-gun double-screw, steel sec- 
ond class steam cruiser of 3,750 tons, 
with engines of 5000 horse power. — 
[New York Herald.]
